To Keep a Strict Lookout for Fiiibus- 
ters. 

Washington, Oceotber 31.—In consequence 
of complaint received through Spanish 
sources of renewed activity among insur- 
gents in the Florida keys the secretary of 
the treasury has directed the revenue cut- 
ters Winona, Captain Abbey, and Morrill, 
Captain Roberts, now at Tampa, Fla., to 
keep a sharp lookout and to make cruisés 
among the keys for the purpose, if pos- 
sible, of locating parties there who contem- 
plate violating the neutrality laws of the 
United States in engaging in a filibustering 
expedition to help the rebels in.Cuba. The 
revenue cutters McLane and Forward are 
now at Key West and will remain until the 
trial of one of the subordinate officers is 
finished. 

Spain is strengthening ber consular ser- 
vice in the United States at every point. 
This is obviously due to the Cuban situation, 
particularly the organization of filibuster- 
ing ¢€xpeditions in this country. Today the 
president granted exequaturs to three new 
Spanish consular officers. They are Juan 
Patons y Martinez, vice consul at New Or- 
leans; Jose Maria Lluch, consul at Boston, 
and Juan Vasquez, vice consul at Key 
West.

MISS FLAGLER INDICTED > 


For Killing the Colored Boy, Ernest 
Green. 

Washington, October 31.—The gnand jury 
of the district this afternoon retyrned an 
indictment against Miss Elizabeth Flag- 
ler, daughter of General D. M. Flagler, 
chief of ordnance of the army. «She is 
charged with manslaughter in the shoot- 
ing of Ernest Green, a young colored boy, 
last August, while he was picking up a 
pear from under a tree in the yard sur- 
rounding the Flagler residence. Miss Flag- 
ler is now under bail in the sum of $10,000, 
based upon the proceedings before the 
coroner’s jury. No new process will be 
necessary, the district attorney states, to 
secure her presence in court to plead to 
the indictment, and until a day is tixed for 
the trial no proceedings will occur in the 
case. 


CARLISLE WILL VOTE. 


Has Registered in Kentucky—Govern- 
ment Clerks Going Home to Vote. 

Washington, October 31.—Secretary Car- 
lisle returned here this morning from khen- 
tucky, where he registered.

An Barthquake Rattles a Large Part of 


the United States. 
THE SOUTH GOT A BIT OF IT 


It Extended from Beyond Omaha to 
the Atlantic Coast. 


NO SERIOUS DAMAGE DONE. ANYWHERE 


Atlanta Was Not Wholly Slighted, 
Although Many People Did Not 
Know It at the Time. 


Washington, October 31.—The Selsmo- 
graph at weather bureau headquarters re- 


corded an earthquake shock of at least | 


forty-five seconds duration here this morn- 
ing, commencing at three minutes and fif- 
teen seconds after 6 o’clock. The instru- 
ment is not sufficiently elaborate to indl- 


cate the exact extent of the vibrations or 


their direction and makes no

CARDINAL GIBBONS WiLL OFFICIATE 


The Beretta Will Be Brought Over 
by a Member of the Noble Guard. 
Receives Congratulations. 


Washington, October 31.—The reports that 

Monsignor Satolli, apostolic delegate to the 
United States, was to receive additional 
verified at the legation today, when Dr. 
announced that Monsignor Satolli would be 
created a cardinal ‘at the consistory to be 
held in Rome about the middle of Novem- 
ber. The date of the convocation has not 
yet been promulgated, but Monsignor Sa- 
tolli will not gc to Rome for the purpose 
of being invested with the insignia of his 
new office. 
‘ Cardinal Gibbons will act for the pope 
and Monsignor Sbarretti, auditor of the pa- 
pal legation, will act as papal ablegate on 
the occasion. The beretta will be brought 
from Rome by a member of the Noble 
Guard and delivered to Mohsignor Shar- 
retti, who will consign it to Cardinal Gib- 
bons at the time of the ceremony. The 
messenger carrying the beretta will leave 
Rome the day after the consistory shall 
be adjourned and the ceremony of con- 
ferring it upon the new cardinal will be 
held probably early in December, at Baitl- 
more. 

The information of the pope’s intention 
was conveyed to Monsignor Satolli in a con- 
fidential letter from his holiness, which was 
received at the legation on Monday last. 
This morning Cardinal Gibbens 
the following cablegram from Rome: 


“To the Most Eminent Cardinal Gibbons, 
Archbishop . am

happy to inform you that the holy father, 
having decided to confer the cardinalate 
on the apostolic delegate, Monsignor Satolli, 
your eminence will be delegated to impose 
the cardinalate beretta, his holiness intend- 
ing in this way to perform an act gratifying 
to your eminence.

The sultan of Turkey is a much 
higher man at home than he would be at 
the Atlanta exposition. The governor of 
Georgia is presumed to be a sovereign, 
equal in dignity to any other, and there- 
tore more important in hts realm than 
any other. It is, therefore, but . proper 
that a visiting ruler should wait upon 
him.

Not an old player 
was’ coming back, Captain Mudd had 
broken his collar bone during the sum- 
mer. He was not going to matr-culate for 


th's session, and his presence here was 
to tender his resignation as captain. Not 
an old player was coming back. Some 
had made their degrees, others had been 
“pitched.” Both new and old men felt 
very blue and some were of the opinion 
that North Caroina not only would score, 
but also would defeat the University. 

Mr, Robert Groner, of ‘Virginia, was 
elected pro tem. to succeed Captain Mudd. 
He jaind Trainer Mackey began work on 
the new material, In a very short time 
Miller’s academy was defeated by a score 
of # to 0. A few days afterwards the 
‘Varsity rolled up a score of 36°to 0 in its 
favor against Agricultural and Mechanical 
college of Virg'nia. ' 

These two games brought to light the 
defects of the team. Trainer Mackey im- 
mediately took advantage of it. During 
the game with the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical colege Mr. John A, Penton, cap- 
tain of the team of ‘94, came upon the 
field. He was greeted with rounds of 
cheers, 

Captain Groner res:gned. The whole 
university took up courage when it was 
known that “Pent” had been elected cap- 
tain. It was common to hear a student 
exclaim: “We're all right now! Penton 
alone is a team!’’ Captain Penton’s 
fluence was soon seen. Maryland Athletic 
club was defeated 22 to 0. This team is 
composed of men who have made reputa- 
tions for themselves in northern col- 
leges. Johnnie Poe, one of Princeton’s 
old star players, and the Virgnia’s trainer 
of last year, was playing behind the line. 


Ths year he is coaching Princeton. Twice 
the ‘Varsity forced him to make a 
safety. 

The present outook is very encourag' ng, 
A large number of games have been 
scheduled. Marked improvement both in 
individual work and in team work is 
shown every afternoon over the work of 
the previous day.

The 
former has been for the past three years 
the star player on the Virginig Military 
Institute team, He is six feet three and 
a@ quarter inches high, weighs 28 pounus 
and is active.

His defect 
is his high running, 

Captain Penton is one of the best guards 
in the country, besides being the best in 
the south. He has never yet met his 
equal. He is six feet two inches high and 
weighs 194 pounds. Besides being quick to 
get through the ine, he ‘sg a rapid runner. 
His tackh.ngw cannot be improved on. This 
is his fifth year on the ‘Varsity and his 
fourth year of captainship. It is a saying 
here that ‘“‘North Carolina will never win 
as long as Penton captains the team.”’ 

Jackson, Fox and Griffin are among the 
prominent candidates for right end. Jack- 
son has been showing up in fine form. He 
gets through the line, tackles well and his 
interference is good. He is a swift run- 
ner, 

Wallace, at right tackle, {s inexperienced, 
but he gets into the play well, Killebrew 
@s another new mar. Morr's, at right 
tackle, played a fine game on the Naval 
Academy team last year. 

For left tackle Russell, a new man, is 
showing up in fine style. His development 
is marked, Besides being a strong man 
his interference and tacking is good. Al- 
though a new man, yet Davis is made of 
football material. With experience he wil] 
make an excellent tackle. He ‘is quick, 
gets into every play, goes through the 
line, sure to tackle, and strong as an ox. 
He is six feet one inch high and weighs 
18 pounds. 

Smith, A. 8. Bullitt and Cocke are work- 
ing for left end. Of these Cocke is the 
most conspicuous on account of his swift 
running, his quickness in getting through 
the line, his interference and his good 
ground gaining.

|AN ESTATE IN COURT 


Great Litigation Is Pending Over the’ 
Ben Bigelow’s Property. 


HIS TREASURE BOX |S GONE 


In It He Kept His Valuable Papers. 
He Owned Large Tracts of 
Land at One Time. 


Rome, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)}—One of 
the most interesting civil cases that has 
ever come up in a court in Georgia is now 
being tried before Master in Chancery Cuar- 
penter, in Cedartown. 

It is rather a conglomeration of cases, 
Some thirty different counts being involved, 
all growing out of the winding up of the 
estate of Colonel Benjamin F. Bigelow, who 
died in Cedartown some months ago. 

Colonel Bigelow was a man with a re- 
markable history, the greater part of which 
was unknown to the prying pybiic because 
of his reticence in discussing himself or 
his affairs. 

He was a resident of Polk county for 
nearly sixty years and during ali that long 
period formed few intimate acquaintances, 
although in his business transactions he 
came in contact with thousands of indi- 
viduals. 

Shrouded in Mystery. 

His early life and history were shrouded 
in mystery, for he never referred to them. 
All that was ever known was that 
he was born in Covington, Me. and 
was about ninety-one years of age 
at the time of his death. 

Hie came south in 1834 and first located in 
Mobile, but in 1838 be landed in Polk county 
and was one of the pioneer merchants of 
Cedartown, his store being located at the 
big spring which now supplies that thrifty 
town with an abundance of sparkling wa- 
ter. 

In a few years he had built up a large 
business and continued accumulating prop- 
erty up to the breaking out of the war. 

Tnough a northern man he remained im- 
passive during all those troublous times, 
and the yankees burned up several hundred 
bales of cotton belonging to Colonel Bige- 
low at Jacksonville, Ala. 


A Land Trader. 

After the war he engaged in dealing in 
lands and at one time he was the largest 
landholders of north Georgia. Upward of 
100,000 acres passed through his hands. 

He owned in his own right fiftecn or 
twenty chousand acres up to within a few 
vears of his death, and it was scattered 
all over northwest Georgia and northeast 
Alabama. ; 

Such was the extent of his dealings that 
his name hecame a proverb in real estate 
c‘rcles and whenever a question came up 
as to the ownership of a piece of property 
they set it down as Ben Bigelow’s land. 

Durtng the latter years of his life he gold 
off a great deal of it and mortgaged 
some of it and out of the tangle grew the 
present complications. 

He Was a Sprinter. 

There was one remarkable thing about 
Colorel Bigelow and that was his powers 
of sustaining the most exhausting tatigue 
without any apparent inconvenience. 

S P * 

He thought nothing of picking up his hat 
and cane and walking twerty miles to 
Rome or Buchanan, over the hills and 
across the ¢treams, and wher the train 
was not on time or the schedule did not 
suit him, he just quietly walked on to 
the next station and att-nded to his busi- 
ness. 

He tramped thcusands of miles througa 
the wild mountain region of north Georgia 
and Alabama, and after he had passed his 
eightioth birthday he thought nothing of 
a walk of twenty-five or thirty miles, and 
missing a meal or two counted for nothing 
with Colonel Bigelow. 


His Broad Liberality. 

In his ‘complex character there was noth- 
ing more remarkable than his broad lib- 
erality end the unbounded charitableness 
of his nature. 

No man ever went to him In distress 
but wnat Colonel Bigelow was ready to 
come to his relief. 

Taciturn and umcommunicative and with 
a reputation of being miserly and unsocial, 
his charitable deeds were not Knuwn to 
the world at jarge, but underneath his 
cold exterior there beat a heart that Was 
full of sympathy for suftering humanity. 

That was another reason why his affairs 
were Icft in such confusion at the time of 
his death—he had been so lax in his ac- 
counts of business transactions. 

A Missing Box. 

He had a habit of Keeping his valuable 
papers in old-fashioned, tin Luxes after 
the manner of the business men of olden 
times. When he died a larg? number of 
papers were found, but there was one tin 
box known to contain deeds and mort. 
gages to a larg? amount cf property thay 
has never been found. When the estate 
came up for seitlement the cxecutor used 
every effort to discover the missing papers 
which would facilitate the adjustment of 
the dead man’s affairs, but they are proba- 
bly Icst bevond recovery. P 

He left no relatives except his sisters’ 
children, one of which is the wife of Colo- 
nel J.. K. Barton, the principal legatee. 


A Long Time Off. 


The settlement of the affairs of the 
estate might be consummated in a year's 
time if there were no obstacles thrown in 
the way, but as it is there is no telling how 
long it will he before the Bigelow estate 
gets out of the courts. 

Several of the big mining companies are 
operating land that belonged to Colonel 
Bigelow and a large number of private 
individuals are mixed up in the affair. 

Being a man of svch methodical habits 
everybody supposed that Colonel Bigelow 
left his affairs in good shape. He had the 
reputation of being very wealthy and it 
was quite a surprise to his friends when 
it transpired that the property had dwin- 
dled down so much. 


Cheap John, Skipped. 


Joe Simon has departed from Cedartown 
probably tor zood and for all. 

He went there about four years ago 
from Piedmont, Ala. where he left ua 
rather unsavory record. He put up a 
“Cheap John’’ establishment and seemcd 
to »rosper amazingly. e 

About a year ago he was arrested on 
account of*some crooked transactions with 
Rome merchants and spent a month in 
jail in this city. 

Finally he effected) a settlemert and 
went back to Cedartown and «continued his 
husiness. Some time ago checks on various 
Philadelphia barks were returned protested 
and bills of lading, with crafts atts.ched, 
began to accumulate. This aroused sus- 
viciors among business men'as to his sta- 
ility. 


How He Worked It. 


Firally his wife left for New York and 
he gave it out that she had left him tor 
good. 

Saturday he came up to Rome and was 
knocking 2bout,and meeting several Cedar- 
town people he expressed liimself as being 
in a hurry to go back and look after his 
affairs. 

This aroused their suspicions and- on 
their return they reported the fact3. Simon 
failed to put in an appearance and distress 
warrants were sworn out against him for 


rent. 

When the store was opened it was found 
that a large pile of boxes supposed to con- 
tain goods were empty and that his stock 
in trade consisted of a few new wool 
hats. 

He left a good many small accounts and 
a considerable rent bill unsettled, but the 
people of Cedartown seem to he reconciled 
to the fact that he has gone for good.

It has maintained that character 
since the startling announcement of gold 
discoveries, more than forty years ago, 
called to her shores the adventurous spir- 
its of all nations. The latest batch of 
Australian news -contains an item from 
Sydney in the shape of a report of a mur- 
der trial that is said to have no parallel 
in the records of such trials in any coun- 
try. We can readily believe this asser- 
tion, and can cheerfully add the hope 
that this case may remain unparalleled’ to 
the end of time, 

A man named Dean lost his wife by 
sudden death. liis neignbors suspected 
that he had expedited her transition to the 
other shore. He was arrested, tried, and 
convicted of having murdered her by poi- 
sou. ‘Ine jury took so long a time to 
make up their minds that the judge very 
indiscreetly rebuked them for their hea- 
itancy and concluded his admonition with 
the remark. he was “‘as certain that Dean 
had given his wife poison as if ne himself 
had witnessed the act.” This sort of 
talk from the bench created excitement, 
as it should have done, and u popular 
agitation set in for a new trial for Dean. 
The pressure grew until it became irre- 
sistible, and the government appointed a 
commission, consisting of two doctors and 
a barrister, to review the whole case. ‘This 
commission reported, two to one, that 
Dean had been wrongly copvicted. -‘The 
“two were the doctors, the “one” the 
barrister. 

In accordance with this report Dean 
Was set at liberty and boomed as a mar- 
tyr to judicial injustice. But a few weeks 
ago a sensation was created in the New 
South Wales parliament by a member of 
that body declaring that Dean's counsel 
had confessed to him that he knew Dean 
to be guilty at the time when -he, the 
counsel, was stirring up agitation to get 
his client a new trial. It is gratifying to 
know that the counsel and client have 
been arrested on a charge of conspiracy 
to defeat justice, and it ts surprising to 
learn that the former has confessed his 
guilt. The verdict of the jury and the 
opinion of the judge are thus proven to 
have been all right, but the rash talk of 
the judge to the jury was all wrong. 

We suppose the counsel did not violate 
the ethics of his profession in defending 
at the trial a man whom he knew to be 
guilty; but he slipped most culpably when 
he started] the fig*t for a new trial. Still, 
there is nothing in the lawyer's methods 
that seems more reprehensible than that 
of some attorneys in Pennsylvania, who 
not long ago, defended a man who had 
murdered his father and took for their fee 
the property for which the son did the 
killing. We hope both these cases will 
remain unparalleled. As this Australian 
murderer has been both convicted and 
acquitted, it is doubtful if he can be held 
for another trial of the original case. It 
will serve as a lesson on the impolicy of 
popular clamor against verdicts of convic- 
tion, and Australia is not the only country 
in which such a lesson may be profitably 
utilized.

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HOWARD'S LATEST MOVE. 


The Notorious Criminal Trying to 
Shorten His Term. 


From The Mempnis Scimitar. 

Dr. G. F. B. Howard, formerly of Jack- 
son, Tenn., doctor, lawyer, preacher, jour- 
nalist and all-round scoundrel, who hes 
just concluded eighteen months out of a 
total sentence ot nine years in the federal 
penitentiary at Columbus, O., for using the 
United States mails for fraudulent pur- 
poses, today appears before the federal 
circuit court at Cincinnati with a plea on 
which he hopes to escape the remainder 
of. his sentence. 

The meteoric career and the pyrotech- 
nic collapse of this notorious criminal is 
part of.the recent history of West Ten- 
nessee, and the exposure of his career of 
fraud and the progress of his trial before 
Judge Hammond at Jackson created world- 
wide interest. 

For years Howard 
Tenn. He was a minister of the gospel 
and for a long time acted as pastor of 
One of the largest congregations of that 
place. He subsequently sot into collision 
with a portion of his congregation and 
his relations: as pastor were severed. He 
edited a religious paper for a long time. 
He had an estimable wife, who stuck to 
him nobly through all the misfortunes 
that subsequently befell him, -living at 
Jackson awaiting the return of her con- 
Vict husband who through fair and evil 
report she has always believed an inno- 
cent, much-abused and wrongfuily perse- 
cuted saint. Howard was a man of com- 
manding presence. Hie Was of u?usual 
stature, wore a full, heavy beard, dressed 
in clerical garb, had a most unctuous 
command of language, an eagle eye, a 
solid as well as ornamental education, 
and accomplishments such as onl? a cos- 
mopolite and a thorough traveled man of 
the world could acquire.

It is 
the judgment of _ scientific electricians 
that within a tew years the taxpayers of 
Chicago will have to stand the cost of A 
complete relaying of the water mains on 
account of electrolysis, although it has 
been but a short time since that city be- 
came gridironed with trolley wires. In

The first -paper of the session was read 
by Mrs. Margaret C. Stratton, the: dean 
of Wellesley college, of Massachusetts. It 
‘was a thoughtful production and many 
strong original ideas were advanced on 
the higher education of woman in its rela- 
tion to modern life. The paper was one 
of the best of the session. The followin; 
is a brief extract of the paper, giving only 
the merest outline of the argument: 
Woman’s Higher Education. 

“The advent of the college-bred woman 
into the complex life of our time is a 
feature which has not yet ceased to be 
interesting since society hus not become 
entirely accustomed to her presence.” 

Referring, to the civilization of the nine- 
teenth century, she continued: 

“As we look out upon this civilization 
we observe ceriain marked characteris- 
tics: 

‘1. A fierce struggle going on for en- 
larged opportunities to obtain equal ad- 
vantages in whatever power or wealth has 
to confer. 

““? Various movéments of society shap- 
ing and reshaping, making use of the won- 
derful resources of our age for the bring- 
ing about of an improved type of civili- 
gation. 

“8. A great stirring concerning educa- 
tional ideals, with attempts fo formulate 
with more or less deiiniteness these ideals 
for practical use. 

“4. And perhaps as significant as any, 
the vast and varied philanthropics for 
bettering the condition of the masses, in 
all of which we discern the ever old, ever 
new struggle between the material and 
. 
the spiritual. 

“In all these phases of modern life wo- 
men have come to bear a large part. They 
have been admitted to the rank and ile 
of labor and only their own lack of train- 
ing seems to hinder their advancement.” 

Mrs. Stratton declared that. spiritual 
forc2s, no less than the heroism of brave 
pioneers, had accomplished tliis result. 

“What,”’ continucd she, “is the oftice of 
the modern college for women? Whiat 
its function? It was fortunate that about 
the time the subject of the education of 
woman began to stir the public mind the 
college in general began to feel the effects 
of these liberating movements. One: re- 
sult.of this was to open the doors of some 
of the colleges for men to women. Higher 
education was impossible under the old 
restricted idea of the past. The new free- 
dom has brought the larger desire and the 
larger desire has stimulated to wider op- 
portunity. 

“The college stands pre-eminently for 
culture and for culture rather than for 
scholarship merely. In so characterizing 
it, culture must be taken to mean the 
symmetrical development of the whole be- 
ing and scholarship the somewhat narrow 
training of the intellect alone. The col- 
lege is an open court, its atmosphere 
charged. with a noble, restless, earnest 
spirit of inquiry and, in such an atmos- 
phere, four years of a girl's life are spent, 
when she is gaining her first intelligent 
views of what ties beyond her immediate 
experience. In all probability her range 
has been narrow, her conception vague 
and she comes into her new field with 
bewildered gaze. As she advances, step 
by step, the haze clears away, her vision

Today begins the greatest of the women’s 
congresses. This morning in the assembly 
hall of the woman's building the Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs hoids its first ses- 
sion and the programme presents many 
attractive features, including music and 
addresses by distinguished women. 

Notable among them is Mrs. Estelle Mer- 
rill, who will deliver an address on ‘‘House- 
hold Economics.”” She is known in the 
literary and journalistic world as Jean Kin- 
caid, and is at present the efficient editor 
and publisher of The New England Kitchen 
Magazine. She was the second president of 
the New EnglandWomen’s Press Associa: 
tion, and was one of the six originators of 
that club. Mrs. Merrill is not’ only 
prominently associated with all the leading 
organizations for women, but has founded a 
number of clubs, and by her executive abil- 
ity anid management? made marked suc- 
cesses of them all. She is the foundress of 
the Woman's Seminary. Club, of Boston, 
and the foundress and still most prominent 
factor of the Cantebrigea Club, called the 
model woman’s club of America. 

The Cantebrigea division of household 
economics gave a week of exhibitions, il- 
lustrating every improvement of househdld 
domestic service and: furnishing, from li- 
brary to cellar. Thowsands of. people vis- 
ited the exhibition and listened to the lec- 
tures of eminent authorities on domestie 
problems. The success of the undertaking 
spread throughout the country, being en- 
thusiastically taken up by the press, and 
svon afterwards a similar exhibition was 
carried out in San Francisco, the printed 
reports of the Cantebrigea Club being taken 
as models. The most practical point in the 
whole movement is Qhat the undertaking 
for which Mrs. Merrill made herself re- 
sponsible not only paid all its large and 
generous expenses, but left an ample bal- 
ance in the club treasury, which surprised 
even Mrs. Merrill and her eflicient chair- 
man. 

Among the distinguished women of the 
press in the city in attendance at the Fed- 
eration of Clubs, is Miss Lilian Pike, 
daughter of Genetal Albert Pike, and ex- 
president of the Women's National Press 
Association. She is the representative here 
of the Southern Relief Soctety, regent of 
the Martha Washington chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and 
vice chairman of the National Columbian 
bell committee. Miss Pike is a woman uni- 
versally known for her superior inte!ligence 
and has a number of friends in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Henrotin, of Chicago, president of 
the Federation of Women’s Clubs, is here 
and she will probably be the guest of most 
importance this week, so far as the wo- 
man'g department is concerned, and, in- 
deed, in a social way also. 

She is a wonderfully interesting and bril- 
liant woman in every way. Though until 
recently unaccustomed tv public life, her 
brilliant career as acting president of the 
woman's branch of the World's Congress 
Auxiliary excited universal attention. Mrs. 
Henrotin gained a world-wide reputation 
through her won@erfet work in the congress 
auxiliary of the ColyMbian exposition. Her 
natural qualificatigné *for ‘leadership, her 
power to guide thé universal mind, the mind 
of the masses, har given her a peculiar 
place of her own and awakened a trust and 
confidence in her public life that is rarely 
given to any one.

HIS FIVE SENSES ARE TOO WON. 
DERFULLY DEVELOPED. 


Sour Apple Intoxicates Him, He Can 
Discern Animalculae and Teils 
Colors by Touch.

Watertown, N. Y., October 26.—A re- 
markable,case of human scnsitiveness fs 
that of Clarence Barton, fifteen years old 
s0n of sturdy country parents, who I.v 
some five miles northeast of ‘Rodmen vil 
lage and twetve miles east of Watertown 
N Y. His senses of feeling, herring 
smelling, tasting and seeing are marvel 
ously developed,

ceptible difference even in the taste oo;

acute, and, while not particularly nervous, 
as one might suppose so delicately organiz- 
ed a child would be, there are some sem:

On returning home ‘Barton told his sot 
what Maxon had said, and a few days late 
Clarence and his father rode over to Aid: 
ams and tu Maxon's seed barns. The sack 
of mixed peas were dumped into a picking 
tray, and after a handful of each of thc 
three varieties (which, luckily, Mr. Maxon 
had saved out to send away, just before 
they were mixed) were shown to the boy 
for comparison, he went to work. Maxoe 
doubted the boy’s ability to accurately 
separate the peas, and said so. But Clar 
ence kept right along diligently at worb 
until the seeds were sorted, only remark 
ing whena fle drove away with his father: 

“I'll come after that $50 next fall, Mr 
Maxon!” 

It was with a good deal of doubt ané 
misgiving that Mr. Maxon put those pea 
in the ground last spring, but about the 
middle of last month he sent a check, pay: 
able to the order of Master Clarence Bar: 
ton—not for $30, but for $1. So far as 
could be discovered not a single error haé 
been made in the sorting. 

The boy’s sense of touch fs also marvel: 
ously acute. He can name all the prim 
colors by sfmply touching his fingers t¢ 
whatever possesses the color—cloths, dra 
peries, painted or colored woods; flowers 
etc. > 

Another remarkable test and one whic? 
has caused no end of wonder here, is wha! 
young’ Barton calls the typewriter test. Ip 
this test the typewriter carriage ts turned 


' back, and the lad places the tip of his fore- 


finger directly over where the types are 
brought against the ribbon, and as the 
keys are operated by a skillful operator 
he reads the words as fas? as they are 
written against: his finger. This Is consid- 
ered here as being the most remarkable 


' case of the kind on record. 


A favorite amusement with young Barton 
is said to be the drawing of pictures of ani- 
malculae, which he is able to discern with 
the naked eye in a glass of common spring 
water, but which to others would require 
@ strong microscope to discover. 

Otherwise, the lad is much as all boys of

It was the glorious consummation of a 
glorious day. It was Atlanta’s day. With 
ardent loyalty and pride the people came 
and the record of yesterday will be handed 
down as the most phenomenal in the his- 
tory of expositions. 

The day dawned with a sullen scowl over 
the sky. It had rained hard all night and 


‘the chilling east wind drove before it a fine 


penetrating mist. To those who ‘ooked out 
early yesterday morning the prospect was 
hopeless. It seemed as if the best laid 
plans of the exposition management for At- 
lanta day would fail. There was scarcely 
any one yesterday morning who dared to 
assert that the day would be anything like 
a success. Many talked of postponement. 
Those merchants who had agreed to close 
their stores were dubious as to whether the 
@greement would. hold good on such a day. 
But the Atlanta spirit conquered and 
Atlanta pride dominated. It was a grand 
triumph. When the people came down from 
their homes yesterday morning they were 
surprised to see the streets already alive 
with ah expectant throng. They looked on 
in wonder at the crowded cars and the ex- 
tensive preparations for transit to the 
grounds. There was no longer any doubt. 
The people were going out. They did go. 
‘As early as 7 o’clock every means of con- 
veyance to the grounds was taken. The 
herdics were filled. The hacks did rapid 
work. {he Consolidated, with an extra 
number of cars, found it a hard matter to 
care for the crowd. At the terminal of the 
Southern. the people were massed as far as 
the entrance to the Markham house. There 
was an eager rush whenever a train would

coaches was taken and standing room was 
at a premium. 

These crowds were made up of all classes. 
In one of the cars was a delegation from 
North Carolina, several editors from Arkan- 
gas, @ bevy of college girls, a lot,of clerks 
and shop girls and a crowd of happy mis- 
sion children.

It 
Was a day full of-enthusiasm. The crowds 
jostied against each other in their eager- 
ness to see the exhibits. At 11 o’clock all 
of the buildings were crowded. Perhaps 
the biggest throug was in the government 
buliding. Ifiere the people were packed so 
that it was impossoble to get through the

It is this saving 
on the raw material and the opportunity 
to work it®up before it has been com- 
pressed and pulled and hauled through 
mud and pain that have enabled south- 
ern mills to run New England out of 
the markets on all the lines of fabrics 
that are manufactured here to any ex- 
tent. 

We refer mainly to cotton mills, be- 
cause it is in that direction that the in- 
dustrial progress of the south must 
mainly tend, not only because it is the 
most profitable but because, with re- 
spett to the whole people, the growing 
and manufacturing of the cotton crop 
enhances its value a hundred fold. The 
south makes 60 per cent of the world’s 
supply of cotton, perhaps more. To 
seize upon this and manufacture it into 
fine or coarse fabrics before it is out of 
sight of the cotton fields will be to 
bring into our channels of trade a hun- 
dred times more money than the raw 
material now brings in the open mar- 
ket. This is the destiny of the south 
and the sooner it is worked out the 
better. 

The south has another advantage to 
Which special attention has not yet been 
directed—namely: That its vast agri- 
cultural resources will’be enhanced and 
not hurt by the growth and advance of 
manufacturing. The increased popula- 
tion that the milfs will gather around it 
Will have to be fed. New markets will 
be opened up for the farmers and the 
increased demand for food products will 
create better prices. The cotton for the 
mills will have to be raised here and the 
more they consume the higher the price 
of the staple will go. 

Taking everything into consideration 
it seems to us that our own people ought 
to be quick to take advantage of the 
situation. Every town ought to have 
one or more cotton mills. These ean 
be built on the co-operative plan. <A 
hundred dollars is not much of a sum 
considered separately, Dut when it is 
put with a thousand similar sums it 
amounts to something. In this way it 
ought to be an easy matter for every 
community that is smitten with the 
spirit of enterprise to build at least one 
cotton factory. Such an industry con- 
tributes to every department of busi- 
ness and adds immensely to the profits 
of local trade.

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The Monroe Doctrine Thirty Years 

3 Ago. 

In 1865, when our civil war ended, 
our government turned its attention to 
the French®who were trying to re-estab- 
lish an empire in Mexico. In his protest 
Secretary Seward said: 

The objection of the United States is 
still broader and teludeg the authority it- 
self which the French-army is thus main- 
taining. That authority is in direct antaz- 
onism to the policy of this government and 
the principles on which it is founded. * * * 
The United States regards the attempt to 
establish permanently a forcign imvertal 
government in Mexico as disallowabie and 
impracticable. For these reasuns tiey could 
not now agree to compromise the position 
they have assumed. They are not prepared 
to reeornize or pledge themselves hereafter 
to recognize any political institutions in 
Mexico which are in opposition to the re- 
publican government. 

Louis Napoleon knew what this meant 
and he withdrew his troops, leaving 
Maximilian to his fate. The Freneh 
emperor saw that he had made the mis- 
take of supposing that our civil war 
would weaken us -and enable him to 
censolidate the Latin races in America. 
Ife found to his surprise that the Amer- 
icans came out of their struggle stronger 
than ever, and at the first positive hint | 
of our intention to enforce the Monroe 
doctrine he gave up his desigus upon 
Mexico. 

lias our government lost so much of 
its prestige and power that it can no 
longer uphold ou traditional policy as 
successfully as it did thirty years ago? 
Are we so completely dominated by for- 
eign influences that we must quietly 
submit to the extension of the monarch- 
ical institutions of Europe in this hem- 
isphere until this country will be sur- 
rounded by a cordon of fortresses and 
naval stations which will be able at any 
time to send armies to land on our. 
coasts and fleets to blockade our ports? 

We need a revival of the American 
spirit. In the better days of the repub- 
lie the abandonment of the Monroe doc- 
trine would have sealed thie political 
doom of any public man who favored 
such an un-American policy. If the 
tories among us are growing powerful 
we should temporize with them no lon- 
ger. Let the issue be made and the 
American people will win. 
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An Extravagant Project, 

In another column will be found a 
cOmmunication from Mr. W. E. H. 
Searcy, in which he attempts to answer 
some of our objections to the proposed 
removal of the state agricultural college 
from Athens to Griffin. 

Mr. Searcy argues that several other 
southern states have moved their agri- 
cultural colleges to experiment stations 
and have increased their patronage, and 
he also claims that the chemical labora- 
tory at the State university belongs to 
the agricultural college and that the 
expense of the removal would be noth- 
ing more than the cost of the necessary 
buildings. 

The example of the states cited does 
not fit the case. The’ universities in 
those states lack the elaborate equip- 


; ment of our state university in the 


shape of books, laboratories and instruc- 
tors and the students lost comparatively 
little by the change. It is.very different 
in Georgia. In the course of a century 
our university has accumulated a mag- 
nificent library and complete physical 
and chemical laboratories and the other 
expensive accessories of a great univer- 
sity, none of which belong to the ag- 
ricultural college. When the latter insti- 
tution was established in Athens a fine 
building was presented to it on con- 
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sity with ‘twenty-five able professors’ 


and a complete library and scientific 
equipment. If they go to Griffin a new 
college will have to be built up. It will 
be necessary to build a new college, and 
new dormitories and provide a large li- 
brary and phyiscal and chemical labo- 
ratories, This will require a very large 
outlay of money and the expense cannot 
; be reduced by any of Mr. Searcy’s 
claims and arguments. 

It strikes us that all this is too plain 
to require arguinent. The legislature 
will have to appropriate seyeral hun- 
dred thousand dollars to establish an ag- 
riculturai college at the experiment sta- 
tion which will afford the students ad- 
vantges equal.to those now enjoyed at 
Athens. 

It’ would not be just to the sons of our 
farmers to confine their agricultural 
education to ordinary field work. They 
are entitled to the best instructors and 
the -necessary books and _ scientific 
equipment. Nearly all of these advant- 
ages would be lost unless the legisla- 


ture is prepared to spend money lav: 
eishly. 

The heavy expense entailed by the 
removal would be a burden which our 
taxpayers are not able to bear at the 
present time. The.talk about spending 
only a small sum for the buildings is 
all bosh. Appropriation after appropria- 
{ion would have. to be made and the total 
would finally run up to three or four 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The safest and best plan fs to let the 
college remain where it is, where it was 
pledged to remain, where the students 
will enjoy all the facilities connected 
with the university in the old historic 
town Which has been the nursery of 80 
many of our greatest minds and which 
our people regard as a Mecca of learn- 
ing. 

The taxpayers have no money to 
waste on doubtful experiments. 


A Negro’s Sensible Advice. 

As far back es 1887 Professor W. H. 
Councill, principal of the State Normal 
and Industrial school, at. Huntsville, 
Ala., delivered an address before the 
Alabama State Teachers’ |Association 
in which he outlined the best system of 
training for the negroes of the south. 

This sensible negro, in the course of 
his. address, said: 

As leaders of the race, as molders af race 
character, as guardians of the interests 
of our people, we must strive to prepare 
them to maintain their present vantaxe 
ground in the labor market of the south. 
We want places for our boot blacks, bar- 
bers, porters, cooks, washerwomen, cham- 
bermaids, carpenters, masons, blacksmiths, 
form hands, manual laborers and domestics 
of every kind. 

If we succeed in procuring and securing 
these for and to our people, the few min- 
isters, lawvers, teachers, doctors and jour- 
nalists will care for themselves. 

What shall we do to keep the negro la- 
borer in the market? 

We must educate him in the fundamental 
principles of a common school course; de- 
velop his consciousness of truth and jus- 
tice implanted in every human heart by the 
Almichty, and give him that industrial 
training which will make him a factor in 
our industrial problem. 

I do not undervalue the benefits of higher 
education to the world and science, but it 
is not only not a necessary ingredient in 
popular education, but it would prove a 
dangerous element under present methogs. 
It always has been and from its very na- 
ture and utility always will be confined to 
a puny minority of mankind. 

We need, most of all, educated labor to 
prevent crime. The old adage that an idle 
mind is the devil’s workshop is as true as 
the philoscpfical axiom that all bodies are 
in space. I heartily. agree with the writer 
who said: “Industrial igncrance is the 
mother of idleness, the grandmother of des- 
titution and the great grandmother of’ so- 
cialism and _ nihilistic discotent.”” If the 
metaphysical triplicity of man is doubted 
by any, all will readily concede his trinity 
as to brains, hands and lIegs. Tiese, ac- 
cording to a necessary and universal law 
of our nature, must be constantly employed, 
and they produce good or ill according as 
they are enguged. 

It is more important for the present gen- 
eration to understand the uses of the va- 
rious hand tools, how to build houses, and 
how to live in them, than to write better 
Greek than Homer, better Latin than 
Cicero, or recite the transactions of antiqui- 
ty in a more charming style than Xenophon 
or Herodotus or Caesar. 

Wiser, better advice could not be 
given. VDrofessor Councill realizes the 
fact that the only way for his people to 
make uny progress ‘is to get a common 
school education and learn some useful 
trade. An industrial education is the 
main’ ‘thing. Professor Councill em- 
phasizes the fact that a negro who is 
a good mechanic is surer of a comforta- 
ble support than the highly educated 
negro who goes into one of the learned 
professions. 

If the leaders of the race will continue 
their: work on this line they wilk help 
their fellows on the road to happiness 
and prosperity.

We ean 
better afford to miss an ordinary sneak 
thief than to have seven out of nine 
murderers walk out of town. 

It is time to turn over a new leaf in 
our murder annals. When a murderer 
is known he should be run down, and 
when he is once in custody he should 
remain there until his case is disposed 
of. There is no excuse for so many es- 
capes and we cannot expect to check the 
murder evil antil we have several trials, 
convictions and hangings. 

If matters are to continue as they are 
we might as well license murder-or sit 
down and wait until the criminals get 
ready to give themselves up. <At pres- 
ent we are doing literally nothing that 
is calculated to alarm any able-bodied 
murderer.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


It wes remarked in kBuffalo the other 
day that a peculiar failing on the part cf 
the new system of drawing jurors came 
out when the talesmen were being called 
in the supreme court to hear cases before 
Judge Lambert. Jacob Mier, of Seneca 
street, was called. A summons had been 
left at his house for him, but he had snot 
appeared. He had been sent for, and no 
answer came in response to the knock. 
Then a second call was made, and Mrs. 
Mier was seen. Asked where her husband 
was, she said she did rot know. Told 
that he was wanted at court or he would 
be fined, she said she guessed not. He wags 
gut of the jurisdiction of the court. Told 
that he still had property in the city and 
the ccurt waquld levy against it to collect 
the fine, she said she guessed not again. 
Then she told ths officer of the court 
that her husband had been dead for eight 
years. The court excused him when his 
name was called. 


Is there a connection between clime and 
crime? Recent studies seem to show that 
there is. Investigators have laid down 
the broad, general rule that crime is in- 
creased with any radical change of 
weather, whether toihot or cold. But Mr 
Charles FE. Lenney, directer of the Illinois 
state weather bureau, has reached a more 
definite conclusion, After a prctractel 
study of the police records of Chicago for 
each month from January to Deccmber, 
between 1888 and 1894, he finds that crime 
increases with the temperature. Arrests, 
he firds, were at a minimum of 56.9 per cent 
of the population in February, but reached 
a maximum of 10.9 per cent in August. 
Taking periods of three months, he finds 
18.8 per cent of the Chicagoans Were ar- 
rested in the first three months of the 
yvear, which are the coldest, while in July, 
August and September, the hot months, 
the figures were 31.5 per cent.. In the thiee 
spring montis the percentage was <1, 
but in the warmer fall months it was 
% 4, It thus appears that one-third of the 
crime of the year was committed in July, 
August and September. Mr. Lenney thinks 
it cleer that the weather affects man’s 
moral nature, or, at any rate, lessens his 
self-ccntrel.- This view is, perhaps, in ac- 
cord with the prevalent view that the per- 
spiring citizen is impatient, irritable, prone 
to caths and generally at.war with the dec- 
alcgue. It is rot, however, easily recon- 
ciled with the idea—also widely heid—that 
the winter, being a time of privation and 
suffering, disposes to the commission of 
thefts and other offenses that lead tuo ar- 
rest.

Contrary to general expectations there 
was no railroad commissioner in the batch 
of appointments sent by the governor to 
the senate yesterday. There is great in- 
terest felt in the governor’s decision in 
this matter, and on that account the open- 
ing of the doors after the executive ses- 
sion was anxiously awaited by a number 
of friends of the different aspirants. Just 
why the appointment was not sent in nvo- 
body knows except the governor; perhaps 
there was no real reason for the delay, 
and then it is possible, of course, that Gov- 
ernor Atkinson has not reached a decision. 

The general idea about the capitol is, 
however, that he has determined upon the 
man and ‘that Colonel Crenshaw will be 
the appointee. Whether there is any tan- 
gible basis for this supposition or not, it 
is impossible to say. The idea which is, 
perhaps, uppermost in the minds of those 
who have reached this conclusion was ex- 
pressed by one of the shrewdest politi- 
cians of the state, who said: “I believe it 
will be Crenshaw because he is in every 
way qualified for the office and has been 
for years one of Governor Atkinson's clos- 
est friends and warmest supporters. At- 
kinson is the sort‘of fellow who sticks to 
his friends; and while Commissioner Jor- 
dan is also, and has been, a friend of the 


has Tom Crenshaw. That’s the whole 
situation in a nutshell” 

The governor’s closést friends ° believe 
Colonel Crenshaw will be appointed, though 
all of them say they have had no intima- 
tion from the governor himself.

State Prohibitionists Chose Officers 
end Adjourn. 
The Georgia Prohibiuon Association ad- 
— yesterday after a two days’ ses- 
sion. 


This was the annual meeting of the as- 
sociation and wus largely attended. In all 
there were 156 delegates present out of a 
membership of 180. The association has 
been holding its morning sessions in the 
Young Men’s Christian Association hall. 

Yesterday’s meeting was one of great im- 
portance as the election of officers was 
held and county delegates given an outline 
of the work they were to do during the en- 
suing year. The meeting was called to or- 
der by President Pringle at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and the election of officers 
was called ofr. 

Mr. C. R. Pringle, who has occupied the 
chair for several years was unanimously 
re-elected president. Hon. W. B. Hill, of 
Macon, was elected first vice president, 
Mr. J. B. Gambrell was elected second vice 
president, Rev. C. P. Williams third vice 
president, Mr. A. A. DeLoach of Atlanta 
was re-elected secretary without opposition 
and Mr. A. J. Hughes, who has been so ac- 
tive in the prohibition campaign in his 
county, was elected treasurer and state 
organizer. 

A committee was appointed to wait on the 
legislature and to present the petition that 
has been circulated over the state for the 
passage of the dispensary bill now before 
the house of representatives. This is the 
most important committeé that was ap- 
pointed during the session, and the very 
best men in the association were appointed 
for this responsible work. The commitee is 
Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, W. B. Hill, A. A. 
DeLoach, C. R. Pringle, O. Reneau and 
O. J. Hughes. This committee will wait 
on the members of the legislature and im- 
press upon them the necessity of the pas- 
sage of that act. 

Another committee was appointed to wait 
on Representative Mercer and to get him 
to withdraw his substitute to the bill. This 
committee is composed of J. B. Hunnicutt, 
M. J. Cofer, W. B. Eill. This committee 
will wait on Mr. Mercer within the next 
few days and endeavor to get him to 
withdraw his substitute to the original 
bill. 

The meeting of the association has been 
an unusually lively one. A man Was ap- 
pointed for every district in the state to 
push the prohibition question for the next 
year and get up material for the battle 
next year if the present session of the leg- 
islature does not pass their bill. Great in- 
terest was shown by the county represeun- 
tatives in the meeting and many volun- 
teered their services for the ensuing year. ~ 

"Nhe association realized that it was badly 
in need of a man who could devote his en- 
tire. time to going around the state and 
working up interest, and a collection and 
subscription were taken up for this pur- 
pose. The sum raised for the salary and 
expenses of the office was $468 and Mr. .\. 
J. Hughes was appointed to the office. 

Mr. Hughes has been interested in the as- 
sociation for a number of years and has 
devoted considerable of his time to its in- 
terest’ He will in the future give all his 
time to the crusade against whisky and 
pay visits to the different counties during 
the year and work up interest in the work. 

The only exercises held last night consist- 
ed of an address by Dr. J. B. Gambrell, 
president of Mercer university, delivered in 
represenative hall in the capitol.

HIS OFFICE MOVED. 


Mr. Benscoter Goes from Knoxville to 
* the Moccasin City. 


Among the changes that have recently 
been made by~ the traffic department of 
the Southern railway is that which has 
resulted in the removal of Mr. C. A. Bens- 
coter from Knoxville with the headquar- 
ters of assistant general passenger agent 
to Chattanooga. 

‘Mr. Benscoter will begin his duties there 
today with headquarters in The Chatta- 
nooga Times building. 

This is the last.of the important offices 
of the Southern to be taken from Knox- 
ville and that city is now deprived of 
much of its former significance in the 
railroad world of the south. 

When the old East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia held sway Knoxville was the 
center of the system and all of the gen- 
eral offices were there. Since the South- 
ern scooped the East Tennessee the office 
of general manager was taken from Knox- 
ville when Major Hudson was made chief 
engineer and sfationed in Washington, 
and this has been followed by the removal 
of the general freight agent’s office, the 
removal of the general counsel’s office of 
the western system, the removal of the 
various minor offices until every center of 
power in the management of the road, 
except the shops, which are still running 


there. 
The reason for taking Mr. Benscoter, 


the assistant general passenger agent, 


from Knoxville to Chattanooga, is due to 


the fact that the various interests of the 
Great Southern, the Cincinnatt 
and the old East Ter.nessee have 
tered at Chattanooga by the 


transacted here and the offices will be lo- 
cated in the city. The factory will be in 
Operation by December Ist. 

Major Baer is one of tue foremost men 
of Cincinnati, and has long been identitied 
in the cotton.mill business in that city. 
For several years he has been president of 
one of the largest mills in the Queen City, 
and will remove all of his business inter- 
ests to Atlanta. His family came with him 
yesterday’ and he will in the future be a 
citizen of this city. 

On January Ist a knitting mill will be 
Started in Douglasville by the same com- 
pany and one hundred machines will be put 
in operation and the capacity of the mill 
and the number of machines will be in- 
creased in the near future. The cotton 
mill will be devoted entirely to the manu- 
facture of hosiery yarns. 

“The future of the south today,” said 
Major Baer, “is entirely wrapped up in 
manufacturing enterprises. We have here 
in almost superabuncance the greatest sta- 
ple of the earth—cotton—and if our atten- 
tion is devoted to the manufacturing of the 
Staple the south will become one of the 
greatest countries on the face of the globe. 
It is folly for us to ship our cotton away 
and then buy it back at ‘an increased price, 
when we can make the goods just as well 
and possibly cheaper than anyone else. As 
soon as the south learns this lesson of 
manufacturing its cotton, and instvad ot 
selling the raw material sclls the manu- 
factured goods, then we will be in a po- 
sition to ask and yeceive our profits. 

“We will put into operation a model mill 
af Douglasville. It is purely an Atlanta en- 
terprise and all of our business will be 
transacted through this city. Our office is 
already established in the city on Marietta 
street, and I have now become permanent- 
ly identified with the city and her future. 
My interests have all been removed from 
Cincinnati and I am now a full-fledged At- 
lantian, 

“The south needs only to awaken to the 
realizaticn of the fact that she has millions 
in the cotton fields. The supply of her re- 
sources are limitless and we have only to 
develop these resources and attract the at- 
tention of the outside world, then our fu- 
ture will be assured.”

Johnathan Norcross Talks About the 
City’s Growth As He Has Seen It. 

Hon. Jonathan Norcross, Atlanta’s old- 
est ex-mayor, felt young again yesterday 
in seeing the great unanimity with which 
the -people of the city entered into the 
celebration of Atlanta day. It was at 
first intended to have a very interesting 
programme in the way of speeches from 
all the living ex-mayors of the city, but it 
was decided by the committee on ceremon- 
ies tnat it would be best to dispense with 
a programme altogether. This would have 
been a highly interesting feature: if the 
committee had decided to have if. 

Hon. Jonathan Norcross, who has seen 
Atlanta grow from Marthasville into the 
great city it now is, would have been an 
interesting figure in the procecdings. Hi 
was talking about Atlanta’s growth and 
the celebration of Atlanta day yesterday. 

‘Tt have been a citizen of Atianta for 
fifty-one years,’ said he, ‘‘and, therefore, 
feel a deep interest in her welfare and 
prosperity. A great and prosperous city 
in a civilized and enlightened country has 
and must have to be a benefit to the world 
three elements or foundations of prosper- 
ity and greatness. 

“1. A locality to attract and accom- 
modate the business and enterprise of a 
large number of inhabitanis of the country 
at large. 

“>? The means of a rapid, extensive and 
cheap transportatior to and from the city. 

“2 An elevated sense “and standard of 
morality and religion, without which vir- 
tues it becomes ‘a great sore On the body 
politic’ rather than a blessing to man- 
kind. . 

“The.truth is, Atlanta, or Marthasville, 
as it was first named, had an humble but 
significant origin. It was the outgrowth 
of the junction or terminus of the three 
first great railroad lines constructed in 
the southern states, which junction hap- 
pened to be at a point and a locality high, 
dry and healthy, and preciselY suited to 
the needs anu interests of millions of our 
people, ard has me}, and must continue to 
meet and promote the needs and interests 
of millions of our people yet unborn, all 
of which, to some extent, has heen demon- 
strated by the growth of the city and by 
this grand and-attractive exposition of the 
products and genius of the American peo- 
le. 

eet ix true that Atlanta, like many 
other large cities in the world, has no natu- 
ral navigablé waters in her vicinity, but 
she has already become the center of 
nearly a dozen railroad lines, and contains 
a large and enterprising population; there 
is, therefore, no good reason why she 
should not have as cheap transportation 
as any other city of its size, inasmuch as 
low and reasonable rates to and from 
such a city will soon more than remuncr- 
ate the transporters by the increase of 
business and population. The truth is, 
the time is at hand when Atlanta can and 
should be made in reality the Chicago of 
the South by means of a liberal and com- 
prehensive policy of the railroads.

Give the names of any such. Alas! if report 
he true there are but precious few. Where- 
in then are you favored? Only in‘ having 
this money. Certainly not in having the 
people’s children as students. 

You state further, ‘the college is a part of 
the State University,’’ and then go on to 
say that if this “‘part’” is taken away “it 
will wreck a great institution.’”” Do you 
not confess that the part is greater than 
the whole? Jsn’t it true that about all you 
have is this fund, and that it is being used 
to support the university? Can you not op- 
erate the university with the bequests of 
the wealthy men of whom you speak? 

You speak of the great cost of the re- 
moval. We have the site and only need 
buildings. According to your own paper 
the universitv also will have to have build- 
ings if this college {s retained. If The Con- 
stitution will reprint its article of last 
winter as to the condition of the university, 
how that it has no room for the students it 
now has, how that the apparatus is in the 
cellar of one building, how that there is 
not enough room for the classes, and then 
What buildings the state will have to erect, 
we would not have to say more. Say, have 
you that article? If thesé buildings must 
go up let them go up at the station. 

The $25,000 chemical laboratory at the 
Tniversity belongs to this college, and Was 
bought with its money: so much said about 
the magnificent laboratories can be re- 
tracted. 

In carelusion let me say that if the ex- 
rerimental station was moved to the college 
it would bo moved to something that has 
not sufficient existence to call forth one 
single remark .from our governor in his 
anrual message. The governor speaks of 
all the ather ealleves of the state, but of 
the Georgia College of Agriculture and Me- 
echanie Arts he is silent. We knew there 
wos no such thing except “in the eves” of 
a few distincuished centlemen who call up 
its ghost, now and then. to frighten away 
those who would ask—‘Where is if?"

“Mr. Alex W. Smith, General Manager, 
Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I have your letter 
of yesterday touching the advisability of 
providing adequate equipment from_ the 
center of the city to buth sides of the expo- 
sition groynds at ‘tive-cent fare.’ The ser- 
vice furnished at present is by far superior 
to the street car service heretofore to any 
large exposition, including the world’s fair 
at Chicago. It seems to meet the demands 
of the public to that extent which has se- 
cured for the company a much larger pro- 
portion of the exposition travel than was 
contemplated before the exposition opened. 

“We desire to help, however, in any way 
that we can without too much injury to 
the railway company, and have decided to 
extend the Wilson avenue service down to 
the main entrance on Piedmont avenue, re- 
turning to the city via Tenth street and 
Peachtree, thus making a loop upon which 
the Peachtree cars will be operated from 
the center of @he city to the exposition 
grounds on a five-cent fare each way, and 
on a headway between cars of two or three 
minutes. 

Cross-town cars will be continued into 
the terminals without change and at the 
present charge of 10 cents. All persons 
boarding these cars at any point, througnh-

“The cars thus operated will enable all 
passengers who wish/ to come by this route, 
and those who do not object to a scramble 
fo) seats in an open street to obtain trans- 
portation to the center of the city at a 
five-cent ‘fare, while those wishing. to go 
across fown, or to nearer points, but vrefer- 
ring a more satisfactory service, will con-

“We find now that while the Peachtree 
ears are being operated at intervals of only 
five minutes to a point near the main en- 
trance on Fourteenth street, a very large 
number of passengers coming to the cen- 
ter of the city prefer to pay 10 cents and 
go into the terminals.

Senator Long Introduced a bill yesterday 
which provides for an amendment to the 
constitution so us to create the office of 
Heutenant governor and provide for the 
succession in case of the death or disability 
of the governor.

IT WILL-BE ON JONES AVENUE 


And While It Will Cost Fifteen Thous- 
and Dollars the City Will Not 
Be Out a Cent. 


The bridge committee of the general coun- 
cli will have an interesting session this 
morning’ and before the meeting adjourns 
the Jones avenue bridge will be an assured 
fact. 

The committee was to have had a meet- 
ing yesterday and all arrangements had 
been made for the meeting without any 


thought of the day being the one set apart. 


for Atlanta. The members of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Bell, chairman, and the Messrs. 
Welch, one from the second and the other 
from the fifth ward, were ready to take 
part in the meeting. So were Colonel 
Thomas, of the Louisville and Nasnville 
system, and Mr. Baldwin, of the Southern 
Seeing that there could be no 
meeting on account of the holiday the mat- 
ter was discussed and it is now an assured 
fact that the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Southern will stand one-third of the 
expense each of the bridge. That leaves 
the city to carry the other third. Mr. Hura, 
of the Consolidated, declines to take any 
part in the building of the new bridge, and 
the Chattahoochee line is in the hands of 
the court, so’ that no promises can come 
from it.

The city will 
pay that third and then the ‘street car 
coinpanies now passing over it will have 
to abandon that route or pay the city for 
the use of the tracks. 

The cost of the bridge will De about $15,000. 

The New Water Pipe. 

Had it not been a raunicipal holiday the 
rain would have prevented work yesterday 
on the diteh for the new supply pipe. 
Shonld there be no rain this murning Mr. 
Rapp, superintendent of construction, will 
have a large force of hands ay Hemphill 
Station’ this morning and renew the work 
which was commenced Tuesday. 

The first installment of pipe for the new 
line will Jikely reach the city this afternoon 
and tomorrow morning will be switched to 
the station, where it will be lowered as 
soon as the superintendent of construction 
commences sinking the pipe. That, how- 
ever, will not likely be started until nearly 
the 900 feet on Hemphill avenue have hkeeen 
excavated and that excavating will take at 
least a week or ten days, even if there is 
no bad weather. 

The members of the water board are more 
than pleased. with the prospect of another 
line into the city and are watching the 
tirst steps in the work with more than or- 
dinary interest. They. all appreciate the 
great danger there is t6é the city as long 
as there is only one line from the pumping 
station to the big distributing pipes and 
are anxious to place that danger at its min- 
imur® by having the duplicate big pipe laid 
as quickly as possible. 

President Hillyer, of the water board, as 
well as the other members of the board, 
will give the work a personal observation 
from now until it is completed. The 
completion of the work will give Atlanta 
the only thing she has needed to make 
her water system ‘the best the south has 
had since the new system has been com- 
pleted—that is the duplicate main. 

Those who have been opposed to the new 
or additional pipe coming down Hemphill 
avenue have about come to the conclusion 
that a better course could not have been 
selected for the route than the one chosen 
by “Captain Clayton, chief engineer. The 
great necessity for the pipe along that line 
is the network of distributing pipes within 
the city which will have to be met by the 
big pipe. That pips coming down Hemphill 
avenue will reach one of the largest dis- 
tributing mains in the city, that could not 
be reached by a big pipe from the works 
on any other line than the Hemphill ave- 
nue Jine, unless a long link for a connec- 
tion could be made. With the pipe complet- 
ed there can hardly happen a water fam- 
ine in Atlanta again, whether it be for do- 
mestic purposes or for tire demands, as 
there is not the slighest chance for the two 
big pipe lines to become crippled at the 
same time.

This might have 
proved very severe against Carolina, but as 
it happened it amounted to nothing. 

Winston, right end for Carolina, was fool- 
ed by the double pass and Barrow went 
around left end for twenty-five yards. Here 
Stubbs played a little out of tactics. When 
Butler tried to tackle Barrow, Stubbs lost 
his head and instead of blocking him off, 
caught Butler by the shoulder and attempt- 
ed to hold him back. The umpire failed to 
see this and no penalty was imposed, It 
was clearly~foul interference. 

Barrow lost two yards on a second try.

Special Attorney Wimbish’s Report on 
the Western and Atlantic. 


SOME IMPORTANT MATTERS UP 


Big Law Suits Are Checked by Con- 
and Wise Action.

SOME CHANGES IN THE ROADWAY 


An Interesting Report by the Special 
Attorney for the State’s Ruilroad 
Property Filed Yesterday. 


Will there be a new survey of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad? 

This question is pertinent. 

The report of Sp2cial Attorney Wimbish, 
who represents the state’s interests in the 
Western and Atlantic, to the governor 
strongly urges the necessity of a new sur- 
vey in order that the state may hold to 
all its claims in the affairs of the state 
road, which has for so long a time been 
such an Issue in state politics. 

Since the office of attorney for the 
Western and Atlantic was created sev- 
eral years ago and that office was filled 
by Hon. W. A. Little, ex-speaker of the 
house of representatives, it has constantly 
been developing that the state’s interests 
were so much at jeopardy tn this regard 
as to make it very important that this le- 


| gal guardian should be kept in the service 


of the siate. 

Sifce Hion. W. A. Wimbish has been 
the special attorney for the state it is clear- 
ly shown that the work of the office has 
been of great value to the state. Ile has 
cleared up many obscure and questioned 
titles to property along the way and has 
reclaimed a great many land lots be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga for the 
state which had, by neglect or common 
consent of drifting years. gone to individ- 
uals living in the localities. 

Mr. Wimbish has made several very in- 
teresting teperts to the governor and the 
state legislature since he took charge of 
the office, but none is more interesting 
than the one he has ‘ately prepared and 
sulbmitted. The report will: ba in print 
within the next few days and will be sub- 
mitted to the legislature. 

The chief recommendation in the report 
is for the new survey. Mr. Wimbish gives 
many sound reasons why such a revision 
of the original survey ts necessary and 
the report bearing upon this particular line 
is particularly interesting to the p-ople of 
Georgia. 

It is ssid to he a well-known fact. jin 
railroad business that a railroad will 
charge its course in certain severe curves 
by the gradual tendency to straighten out 
in the course of twenty or thirty yeara. 
Perhaps this change is not often percepti- 
lle, since it is of necessity so slight, nover 
amounting to more than a foot cr two on 
the severest curves, but it is certainly 
pretty well estahlished among civil en- 
ginecrs that with the continuous changing 
of crossties and rails along a roadway for 
twenty or thirty years the tendency is to 
Straighten the line on sharp curves. 

Sometimes even this slight change may 
amount to a great consideration, depend- 
ing upon the value of the land traversed 
or the conditions which environ the claims 
of the adiacent property holders. 

Then besides there havea been such 
changes in the roadway in certain localities 
as make it advisable for the right of way 
to be better estahlished for the future. 

With such things in view Special Attors 
ney Wimbish asks that the state, for the 
preservation of its cwn Interests, make a 
new survey of the Western and Atlantie 
ally the way from Atlanta to Chattanooga 
by some compctent engineer. 


Old Suits Revived. 

There is another very interesting matter 
brought on in the report of Special At- 
torrey Wimbish, and c.nat is the recent 
adjustment of the troubles that have here- 
tofore existed between the Western and 
Atlantic and the Southern railway as to 
the right of way along certain parts of 
the line of the state road. 

Mr. Wimbish reports that he has for the 
present gatisfactorily adjusted many of the 
differences between these companies. 

It will be remembered that the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
brought suit against the Western and Al- 
lantic, claiming an interest in the depot 
of the state road in the city of Chatta- 
nooga, and while the case is not, perhaps, a 
strong one, according to the opinion of Mr. 
Wimbish it may prove a dangerous one 
in view of the fact that it will have to be 
tried in Tennessee, where the sovereignty 
of Gecrgia will not be as strictly regarded 
as it would in other courts this side of the 
border lire. The old East Tennessee—now 
the Scuthern—claims that the depot now 
controlled by the Western and Athantic 
in Chattanooga is rot owned by the state 
road altogether.

The killing with which Cressy ~PBull is 
charged occurred Sopremoer oth, in BRal- 
timore, Tite in the afternoon, efter the 
pedforrg:ncee of the “Wild West’ was 
over. According to the story of a young 
man by the name of South, a large crowd 
gathered about the Indian ane began to 
guy him, and make snort of hire ™hyy 
the Indian resented, ated turnints, pleked 
up a brick and threw jt i:to the crowd, 
triking a small white bov just over the 
heart. Th& boy fell, but quickly regained 
his feet and fled. In a few days he died 
from the effects of the blow over the 
heart. 

The white man, South, volunteered to a 
policeman the information that an Indian 
threw the brick that caused the boy's 
death, and it was said that the Indian's 
namewas Mohawk. An indoctment charg- 
ing man-tauphter was found, but Mohawk 
could not be located. The employes of the 
“Wild West" show denied that the Indian 
Mohawk was with the show, end disclafm- 
ed all knowledge of anv tIndian by thai 
name. this did not satisfy the euthoritics 
of Baltimore, and a few days axvo Detec- 
tive Hlussey, of Baltimure, arrved in At- 
lanta. With him csine the young man 
named South. 

Detective Hussey brought with Rim 
requisition papers, which when presented 
to Governor Atkinson were honored, and 
the Indian named Mvuhawk was ordered to 
be delivered into the hands of the Palti- 
more cflicer. ‘Colonel Cody and Major 
Burke dd not believe that Crazy bull was 
the guilty man, and they emp!oyed counsel 
to issue a writ of habeas corpus for the 
Indian. This writ was heard hefore Judze 
Newman Wednesday, and was conclided 
yesterday. ker the state of Maryland 
Messrs. Joe James and Bell were employed, 
and Burton Smith and Shepard = Lryan 
represent«d the Indian. Yesterday morning 
Judge Newman decided that the requisi- 
tion papers had already been honored and, 
as Crazy Bult had been identified by 
Howard South, who was an eye-witness 
to the Killing, he saw no reason why he 
should not order the Indian to be de- 
livered to the proper authorities. 

Mr. Burton Smith, attorney for Crazy 
Bull, immediately gave notice that he 
Would appeal the decision to the circuit 
court of appeals, and pending the hearing, 
the bond tour the Indian was placed by 
Judge Newman az, $2,0v0. 

Crazy Bull was identtied by South by a 
mole which he has on the left side of bis 
nose. South stated positively that he was 
th? same Indian who threw the brick that 
killed the boy in Baltimore.

Miss Lillan Pike, the daughter of Gen- 
eral Albert Pike, who was the highest Ma- 
son in the country at the time of his death, 
is in the city. 

Miss Pike has with her the valuable col- 
lection of Masonic medallions, which are 
valued in the thousands for their rea) 
worth, and in the millions by their owner, 
Miss Pike, because of their associations.

She wrot- to all the Masons of the thirty-

handsome medais. They come 
France, Italy, Germany, sev- 
eral from Japan, - China, Aus- 
tria, TJIreland, Scotland, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, Russia.

Charles Stephens Runs the Police Mill 
in Atlanta. 


WANTED IN HAWKINSVILLE 


He Went to Police Headquarters to 
Make a Complaint and Got Ar- 
rested But Was Released. 


Charles Stephens was locked up at police 
headquarters yesterday on advice that he 
was wanted in Hawkinsville. He was 
arrested by Chief Wright in the latter’s 
office yesterday morning. 

Stephens is supposed to be a man of 
questionable character. He was only 
recently arsésted here and sent to Ma- 
con on a charge of robbing a man in that 
city. He secured his release in some 
manner and returned to Atlanta yesterday 
morning. 

The officers had information that Ste- 
phens was wanted in Hawkinsville for 
robbing a man of a large sum of money. 
Hawkinsville officers telegraphed yester- 
day, asking that Stephens be held. Last 
night a telegram from Hawkinsville direct- 
ed that he be released, the county declin- 
ing to pay the expenses of taking him 
back to Hawkinsville. 

Stephens went to Chief .Wright’s office 
to make complaint about two detectives. 
It seems that he informed S. S. Moore that 
certain detectives had said some very un- 
kind things about him and his place ef 
business on Mitchell street. When Moore 
heard of what had been said about him he 
went to Chief Wright's office with Ste- 
phens to investigate the matter. Stephens 
said that he did not know the names of 
the detectives who had _ talked about 
Moore when Stephens was arrested at 
Moore’s place of business two or three 
weeks ago. tle suid that he could point 
the men out on sight, however. 

When Moore and Stephens called on 
Chief Wright the latter excused himself 
for a minute and went to atelephone. He 
called up Chief Purner, of the Macon po- 
lice, and asked that official how Stephens 
got out of his trouble in Macon. The chief 
said that Stephens was cleared in Macon, 
but that. he was wanted in Hawkinsville 
on a of robbery. Chief Wright 
then returned to Stephens and took charge 
of him, locking him up until the Hawkins- 
ville officers could be heard from. 

Chief Wright télegraphed the Hawkins- 
ville officers ,asking if Stephens was want- 
ed there. A reply was received stating 
that the man was wanted on a warrant 
and asked that he be held until an officer

could come for him. Stephens 
his Innocence. 

Stephens said that he certainly would 
not have visited police headquarters had 
he been wanted anywhere. He declared 
that his arrest was a put-up job on the 
part of the Macon oflicer, who informed 
Chief Wright that he was wanted in Haw- 
kinsville. The Atlanta officers offer in 
rebuttal of that the telegram from Haw- 
kinsville asking that Stephens be held. 

Stephens is a man about twenty-eight or 
thirty years of age. When arrested here 
several weeks ago he was accompanied by 
a woman claiming to be his wife. The 
woman was arrested by the detectives in 
a room over Moore's saloon, on Mitchell 
street. She was considered suspicious and 
her effects were taken charge of and 
searched at police headquarters. Letters 
addressed to two different names were 
found in her trunk and the officers de- 
clared that Stephens and the woman were 
members of a gang.of suspicious charac- 
ters. 

Stephens was arrested on suspicion of 
having flim-flammed a south Georgia post- 
master in Macon. Three men persuaded 
the postmaster to go to a room in the Cen- 
tral City. tle was almost forced to en- 
gare in a game of cards and when he

bed by the men. The usual scramble fol- 
lowed, during which the unsuspecting post- 
master was hustled out of a back 
while the men who robbed Rim escaped.

THE THIRD VICTIM 


Jackson Dixon Killed by An Exposition 
' Train Yesterday. 


THE ACCIDENT UNAVOIDABLE 


Dixon Struck by An Engine and 
Knocked 30 Feet, Falling to the 
Track Dead—The Inquest. 


| Jackson Dixon, colored, aged fifty-five, 1s 
} the third victim of the exposition trains 
on the Southern railway. He was instant- 
ly killed by Gne of the trains early yester- 
day morning near Ponce de Leon springs. 

The corener’s jury, which held ar in- 
quest, reached a verdict to the effect that 
tne accident was unavoidable. Dixon was 
a stranger in Atlanta. It seems that he 
came here from Danville, Va., a day or two 
ago. A letter was found on his person 
supposed to have been signed by a rela- 
tive in Danville. The negro has a sister 
in Atlanta, Ann Pixon, of 9 Trinity avenue. 

It seems that he was on his way to the 
exposition grounds when the accident oc- 
|} curred. He evidently failed to hear the 
, train which struck him, his attention be- 
ingg attracted by a train going in an oppo- 
site direction, 

Mhe accident occurred at the Ponce de 
trestle: Just as the negro reached 
‘the trestle he was struck by an engine 
Which bounded eround a curve out of a 
cut. At the instant another Was approach- 
ing, coming towards the city. The negro 
Was looking at the incoming train when 
he was struck by the outgoing One. 

The negro Was Walking towards the ex- 
position grounds the incoming track. 
Hie‘ saw an exposition train «eoming up 
the grade towards him and after walking 
a few vards stepped off the track between 
the double tracks. Walking au short dis- 
tance between the tracks he stepped on 
the outgoing track. At that Moment the 
outgoing train dushed out of the cut and 
around the curve. The train bore down on 
the negro but despite the warning seunds 
of the whistle he remained on the track. 
With the r@sult stated, 

Erezinecr Crowley, of the outgoing train, 
! applied his air brakes umd reversed his 
engine. He pulled the whistle cord and 
Verel shrill blasts of warning: but 
| to no avail. it seemed’ that the negro 
stood in his tracks like a statue, heeding 
| not the monster of iron which bounded to- 

wards him with terrific speed. His whole 
‘attention and mind seemed to be fastened 
/ on the incoming train which be had gust 
i stepped out of the way of. Just as the in- 
coming train dashed by him the negro . 
stopped still and gazed intently at it. It 
was then that the fatal engine pilot struck 
Dixon and sent him high in the air and 
thirty feet ahead. 

Ile fell between the tracks dead. The 
body was picked up by the train crew and 
brought to the city on the next traim. It 
Was removed to Patterson’s undertaking 
establishment, where an inquest Was held 
Yesterday afternoon. The evidence siowed 
that the trainmen did everything possible 
to warn the negro and to stop the train. 
‘rhe outgoing train was running about 
th.rty mil«s an hour, going down gerade. 
‘gne tracks were wet. The accident oc- 
curred three miles from the city, und a 
quarter of a mile from the grade crossing. 

The body of the negro wiil be buried at 
fouthview cemetery today. Dixon's wife, 
Farthera Dixon, of Danville, was noti- 
fied of the accident bv telegraph. Dixon's 
relative in Atlanta said that he was not 
of sound mind. He had an empty whisky 
bottle in his pocket when picked up. 
Ceroner Puden directed that the body 
be buried at the expense of the county.
